JUSTIN M'CAHTHY. 


"The Cause of Ireland" Ably Stated 


by the M. P. from Derry. 


The inclemency of the weather last 


night prevented a very large attendance 
of the patrons of the Lecture Course at 
the opera house to hear the Hon. Justin 
McCarthy, present member from Derry, 
Ireland, in the British House of Parlia- 
ment. Still there was a fair-sized audi- 
ence present. Irishmen from the city 
and many from surrounding towns were 
conspicuous by their presence. The sub- 
ject was "The Cause of Ireland," a topic 
of lively interest to every Irishman and 
lover of freedom and equal rights, and to 
hear it discussed by so distinguished and 
scholarly a gentleman was a privilege 
rarely offered. 


After two selections by the Y. M. C. A. 


orchestra, Mr. A. H. Mills arose and intro 
duced the lecturer us Ireland's illustri- 
ous patriot and statesman and America's 
distinguished guest. He was received 
very warmly. 


Mr. McCarthy is a dignified gentleman 


of scholarly bearing, is 56 years of age, 
and is of medium height. His hair is 
tinged with gray nnd his beard is full. 
He appeared in a full dress suit. He is 
no orator, but he is a forcible speaker, 
having an excellent command of lan- 
guage, nnd presented all his thoughts in 
comprehensive style, using no notes— 
speaking rapidly, clearly and without 
apparent effort. 


Tho lecturer held the fixed attention of 


the audience for one hour and thirty 
minutes. He gave the definition of "The 
Cause of Ireland" to be simply Home 
Bulo. That is all there is to it, nothing 
less, the right of self-government in do- 
mestic affairs. This is all we claim. We 
do not desire to interfere with the En- 
glish government. Why is Ireland de- 
nied this right? If I were addressing an 
English audience I would put the ques- 
tion in stronger terms. Ireland is singled 
out to suffer alone. Canadn has a sepa- 
rate government; so with Australia and 
the South Africa 
colonies. 
England 


never interferes with these independent 
governments—each a perfect system. The 
English argument is that there is danger 
in having an island so near home with a 
separate government; but the people of 
tho Channel Islands and the beautiful 
Isle of Man manage their own affairs, and 
England does not interfere. 
All of these 


colonies are peaceful, prosperous and 
loyal. Ireland had her National Parlia- 
ment up to the beginning of the present 
centurj. At the time of its dissolution 
it was a quarter of a century'ahead of the 
English Parliament in wisdom, but its 
course did not please King George III. 
The Parliament, though composed en- 
tirely of Protestants, made laws for all 
the people, five-sixths of whom were 
Catholics, and they made an effort to 
emancipate tho Catholics. They wanted 
the Catholics to have representatives in 
the Irish Parliament. Henry Grattan 
and Sir John Parnell were the leaders of 
this movement. King George, who was 
America's enemy, and thank heaven, he 
got whipped here, resolved lo abolish the 
Irish Parliament, lie sent over a vice- 
roy to do his bidding. His mime was 
Lord Fitz William. He promised to aid 
the proteetants in their efforts lo eman- 
cipate the Catholics. Fitz William was 
dragged back to England like a criminal, 
and he was stripped of office. Then the 
people became restless, discontented and 
rebellious. They resisted the King's inter- 
ference ami in the bloody stniggle that 
followed Ireland was overpowered, de- 
feated. 
America was successful. 
Kn- 


gland justifies America, but- Ireland is 
held in derision, and yet the causes were 
the same. 
After the subjection King 


George sent over a soldier, a certain Lord 
Cornwallis, not especially distinguished 
for military genius, a man some way con- 
nected with Yorklown in this country. 
Tie did not put down George Washing- 
ton, but he conquered weak Ireland, 
ft was the mission of Cornwallis to 
use any means whatever to abolish 
the Irish House of Commons. He was 
u 
schemer, and 
after 
a 
time 
by 


bribery, corruption and trickery 
he 


secured a majority of the king's hirelings 
in tho commons to adopt the measure 
called the "act of union." The enaoting 
clause was! "The Irish national parlia- 
ment is henceforward extinguished for- 
ever." To accomplish this end, Cornwal- 
lis lined terrorism, money nnd gifts of 
iwerages to secure votes. He bought 
" pocket borroughs," and put in the 
king's own soldiers to go into parliament 
and vote. The parked chamber voted as 
was desired, despite tho efforts of Grat- 
tan and his followers. But, remember 
two fuels in this connection first, before 
passing the act, the Irish people were 
never consulted concerning their views in 
the matter; second, they have never in 
any manner by word, assent or silence, 
ratified the art of union from the day of 
its adoption to the present moment. The 
history of Ireland has been a standing 
protest against the act. Then followed 
insurrections and constitutional agita- j 
tions, and various measures were resorted 
to to get back the privilege of self-gov- 
ernment, bill all without avail. If there 
should rise up a young Irishman who had 
the ability and courage to fight for his 
native country, the English government 
would silence him by giving him an office. 
Scores of men were won over in this way. 


In 1874 a new idea struck five Irish 


members of the British parliament. It 
was to hold themselves aloof from the 
Tories and Liberals socially and politi- 
cally, and to convert parliament into a 
platform, for the public discussion of Ire- 
laud's cause—to force the question of 
Home Enle on every occasion, so that the 
attention of the people might be aroused, 
thus securing the interest and sympathy 


f the freedom-loving people of all na- 


tions. Charles Stewart Pftrnell was the 
leader. It was a battle of determined 
Home Rule against 65D opponent* Onr 
enemies thought to crush U8 by intimi- 
dation and cries of "obstnictionists," but 
" we didn't scare worth a cent." We did 
not oare whether they called our policy 
one of obstruction, instruction or de- 
struction. We made them listen to us, 
and provoked them to talk back. The 
question of Home Rule for Iceland was 
kept on one cxi-asion. before Parliament, 
from 4:30 one Monday afternoon to the fol- 
lowing Thursday evening at Gi30 o'clock, 
without recess or adjournment, and only 
one authority was recognized, that of the 
voice of the Irish people. The Home 
Rulers grew in numbers until when the 
vote was taken on the second reading of 
Gladstone's Hume Bule measure 311 
votes were oa*t for it; all brought about 
by the open and determined discussion 
in Parliament. And that vote and the 


discussions have sent 87 out of 103 mem- 
bers from Ireland to the English parlia- 
ment, all pledged to the support of Par- 
noil. 


Ireland is for Home Rule, and so is 


Scotland and Wales. In England alone 
was Gladstone defeated—by votes, no 
by voters. Every man of property in 
England has more than one vote, accord- 
ing to the number of districts or divi- 
sions in which they own land. Some 
cast as high as 20 votes, but the elections 
are not held on the same day. They are 
stretched out through four to six weeks, 
so the land owner can get around to the 
ballot boxes and vote. The artisans nnd 
peasants of England were the main 
strength of Gladstone. 
Unfortunately 


they did not possess vsist property, nnd 
therefore they did not have enough voles 
to overcome the opposition. The strug- 
gle was between the privileged and aris- 
tocratic class nnd the unprivileged and 
artisan class. Votes and not men defeat- 
ed Gladstone. 


In concluding, tho speaker declared 


that no great reform was ever carried by 
a rush; only by repeated attempts" and 
constant knocking at the door. Home 
Rule is certain for Ireland. It may not 
come for two or three years, but it is an 
event us sure as the rising of to-mor- 
row's sun.

A Bostonlan, who bos just returned 


from ft flying trip to,Portland, Ore., re- 
lates how he left Chicago with the mer- 
cury at zero, and Went on to find It con- 
stantly sinking, until with two locomo- 
tives it was difficult to get up attain 
enough to drag the train; and with a roar- 
ing fire in the cars it was still necessary 
to keep muffled tn furs to be anything 
nearly comfortable. 
He fays that in 


crossing snowy plains through Dakota, 
when everybody was bundled up to the 
eyes, a man acetutomed to the country 
luddenly threw back his heavy ulster col- 
lar, exclaiming: 
"There, we've struck a Chinook wind. 


Now we are all right. I'm going out on 
the platform." 


Those %ot accustomed to the idiosyn- 


crasies of the American climate ID that 
especial locality regarded the man aa be- 
side himself, but when the platform was 
visited by the more daring ones it was 
discovered that the temperature was that 
of a mild spring day. The snow every- 
where was visibly melting with much 
rapidity, and tbo mysterious wind seemed 
to have blown in a new season. The name 
of this warm breeze Is the same as that of 
a tribe of Indians of British Columbia, 
who perhaps manufacture it, and it Is said 
to be so worm that it destroys three or 
four feet of snow la a single night. The 
gentleman who relates this thermic voy- 
age closes by relating how when he ar 
rived at Portland pausles were blooming 
in the garden beds, and mildness had pos 
session of the land; an ending which I 
especially effective in these frozen days.— 
Providence Journal. 


Preparation uf Sherbet. 


The beverage iu Persia i-s sherbet, 


which is plentifully 
supplied, and of 


which there ore many varieties—from the 
bowl of water with » squeeze of lemon to 
the clear concentrated Juice of any sort of 
fruit to which water Is added to dilute it. 
Preparing sherbet, which is done with the 
greatest care, is a very important point 
Iu so thirsty a country as Persia, and one 
upon wliii.li much time is devoted. 
It 


may be either expressed from the juice of 
fruit freshly gathered or from the pre- 
served extract of pomegranates, cherries 
or lemons, mixed with sugar, and sub- 
mitted to n certain degree of heat to pre- 
serve it for winter consumption. 


Another sherbet is much drank, which 


I must not omit to mention, called gnzau- 
geblten, made from the honey of the 
tamarisk tree. This honey is not the 
work of the bee, but the produce of a 
small insect or worm living in vast num- 
bers under the leaves of the shrub. Dur- 
ing the months of August and September 
the insect is collected and the honey is 
preserved. When used for sherbet it is 
mixed with vinegar, and although not so 
delicious as that made from fruit, it makes 
an excellent temperance beverage. Only 
among the rich and fashionable are 
glasses used; Iu all other classes sherbet 
is se«ved in china bowls, and drank from 
deep vvooileu spoons carved in peat-wood. 
—Belgravia. 


Work of an AmanuenaU. 


Pushed as the writer always is to the 


highest rate of speed which he commands, 
he must bend every energy to the task. 
Brain and muscle must lie strained to tide 
utmost to'accomplish their work, and, the 
notes completed, he must set to work with 
assiduity to transcribe them for use, a 
task requiring, as he knows, four times 
the period occupied by the dictation, but 
which fact many otherwise intelligent 
masters are frequently unable to compre- 
hend. The strangest experience of short- 
hand writers is the Inability of the em- 
ployer to understand the difference be- 
tween a spoken and written language as 
to the proportion of time required to pro- 
duce them respectively, and the annoy- 
ance which is the outgrowth of this ignor- 
ance i.s one of the peculiar hardships of 
the shorthand writer.

ity of motion. He therefore liends all his 
energies to hasten his transcript, and his 
day's work leaves him fatigued beyond 
any of his fellow clerks. For this reason 
the work is not adapted to women. The 
strain is too great, and although iu some 
instances a gjod constitution may enable 
the worker to endure for years, injury is 
sustained which fs generally irreparable.
